Storage 

Avoid the use of oil during be tow iieozing condi* 
lions. Condcnsaiion droptets may form soon aher 
l lie gun is brought into s warm room, or il may 
bocorno wcl during inclement woalhen tn any 
case, all moisture should bo removed. Extedor 
main\ finishes may bo wiped down with a sllghily 
oiled cloth. For long term storage, lightly oil the 
bore, barret and aclton with gun uU Your gun 
stiourd be completely unloaded and stored in a dry 
area with I he sol ion open. Never g1g*e your gun in 
a carrying case. 

Repair Instructions 

Your firearm has been dcsignod, uisgineered and 
manufactured in accordant wilh Merlin's rigid 
gun Illy contras standards. However, any mechani¬ 
cal device may occasionally require adjustment or 
repair. Ouoslionn regarding tho periarmpneo and 
serviceability of your firearm should be addressed 
to our Gun Service Division. You should include 
the Serial Number, Model Number and & full 
description of ih^ conditions and problems 
involved. 

Warranty Repairs 

Our Warranty pahey covers all our firearms against 
defects in workmanship or material lor a period of 
two years from Ihe date of purchase lo the original 
owns/. Seethe inside (rant cover of this manual for 
warranly dolaila. Guns requiring warranty repairs 
should be relumed to the factory. Be sure lo follow 
I lie "Shipping and handling" instructions on ibis 
page. 

Non-Warranty Repairs
